Johnson, twice congressman and four 
times mayor of Cleveland, is dying at 
his apartm ents in the Whitehall, a 
private hotel overlooking Wade park. 
He is not expected to live the day 
out. 
Many of his friends have already 
said their last goodbys. 
Newton D. 
Baker, city solicitor under Johnson 
and his political successor, saw him 
Sunday. They found him in a state of 
exhaustion. 
“ How 
are all the 
boys?” asked 
Johnson. “Tell them to be of strong 
heart and to be game. I am game.” 
Johnson is suffering from fatal kid­ 
ney and liver disease. It will be im­ 
possible to prolong his life more than 
a few days. He is a shadow of his for­ 
mer self. Body and brain are wrecks 
of the great strength they once dis­ 
played. 
Johnson has been fighting death for 
the past six years. After he left the 
mayor’s office a year ago he took a 
long vacation In the east and consult­ 
ed specialists. 
Worked Too Hard. 
But before that, when he should 
have rested, he worked his hardest. 
He was in the midst of his street rail­ 
way fight to compel the traction com* 
paly to give three cent fares in return 
for a franchise. He was up at 5 and 
in his office until 7 p. rn., and he sap­ 
ped his streugtth. 
In 1909 Johnson's condition became 
I serious, and yet he was forced to en- 
j ter one of his hardest traction battles 
I to win a franchise referendum tight. 
■ Night after night he appeared on the 
, stump when pain would have kept 
other men in bed. 
He lost the referendum, and it was 
a heavy blow to him. 
He gave his life in a fight for the 
people. And he really won, for the 
people of Cleveland have three tent 
I carfare today because of the fight be 
made. 
A week ago Johnson attended the 
banquet of the Nisi Prius club, a law­ 
yers' organization. 
It was his last 
public appearance. The strain was too 
great, and he has been in bed since, 
part of the time delirious.

► [tending o f it for useless or harm ful 
things, will spell thrift or poverty in

of a 
few year*. 
W ith 
ninny, in fac t. the surplus above ac­ 
tual cost o f living, wisely or unwisely 
handled, Is not more than 20 or 25 
cents jeer day. 
Forty cents a day 
saved means $125 for the year, count­ 
ing MIM working days. 
Figuring inter­ 
est ai (J |cer omit on Hie accumulation 
of tm annual saving of $125 for a pe 
riced of ten years and leaving the ac- 
< umtilaf*-d Interest in the fund gives 
the snug sum of $1,025, the rew ard of 
saving four dime* a day. 
If 25 cents 
we’re saved per day it would mean 
about 
$1,012 
for the same period.

Th** term “certified” is properly ny* 
piled tic milk which contains 
|**r 
cent or more of butter fat and con­ 
tains less than lo.*NNI bacteria jeer cu­ 
bic centim eter. The milk m ust Is* pro­ 
duced 
tinder conditions of greatest 
cleanliness, and the cows producing it 
must lee pronounced in |s*rfect health 
by an authorized veterinarian. 
Milk 
produced tinder average farm eondl- 
tlons costs from I to 5 cents |*er quart, 
while* that produced under the condi­ 
tion’' existing in a certified plant would 
probably cost twice as much. 
One 
of these* certified dairies is located near 
Duluth. Minn. 
It ta under the direct 
supervision of the dairy departm ent of 
the University o f Ml!ihe*ota, and In 
the m anagem ent of it every detail laid 
down is curried oui. 
The precautions 
taken are not only instructive to the 
dairym an, but instructive as well from 
the stHiidi’olut of the general reader 
The health of the cows is looked after 
by a com petent veterinarian, and any 
anim als not showing the best c ondition 
of health an* at once removed. 
The 
barns are wall lighted, well ventilated 
and kept scrupulously clean. The cows 
are carefully 
brushed 
lcefore 
each 
milking, un*] their udders aud under 
parts arc* kept cU|*[sd short to prevent 
dirt c linging thereto. The milkers are 
dressed lit clean white suits, and each 
carries a dam p cloth to wipe off the 
c-ow’s udder. 
Covered milk pails are 
used, and th** milk Is strained iii a sepa­ 
rate rcMcm. 
It Is then re*moved to the 
dairy, where It Is aerated and cooled 
tee a 
teiu[»erature of about 40 dc- 
gr****s. 
The milk is then bottled and 
fun on ice. 
'rh** owner of this partic­ 
ular dairy Is not taking all of th**s** 
pains for bls health. 
He get* 14 cents 
pe-r quart for ids product from city 
custome-rs and cannot begin to supply 
the demand
